What i« Ufe-Snv« Says to U>«m and 


What They SOT f Him. 


Why do good swimmers drown in the 


sea?" was asked by an Atlantic City corre- 
spondent of life-saving young Ed O'Brien, 
who has become somewhat famous along the 
coast there. 
I will tell you," be answered. 
''The 


men who aro good swimmers, and .who 
drown while in bathing hero, are fresh- 
water swimmers. They aro good swim- 
mers in smooth water, but when they tackle 
the sea they are no good. A good many, 
when in the water, go out too far to show ofi. 
Then when it comes to swimming back they 
privo out ond go down. These fresh-water 
swimmers have an idea that they must get 
jack on a straight lino. They know nothing 
about tides or currents, and they strike out 
to got back to shore by tho shortest ronto 
instead of finding out trie current and 
swimming with it. Tho first thing they 
know tbey get into a wave that twists them 
all up. 
They dorrt know when to cut 


through it, and all of a sudden they lose 
their head, got out of wind, become scared 
tmd then comes the cry for help. A fresh- 
water swimmer coming to any boach ought 
first to study the currents and tides before 
to ventures out. So one should venture 
out beyond tbo safety lino unless bo is 
thoroughly posted, no matter how good a 
swimmer be is in still water. If bo knows 
toe current and the tide thoroughly he will 
find it an easy matter to get back to shore 
in his own good time."
